Mt. Carroll Fears 
Property Tax Rule

Mt Carroll, HI., March 4—(AP) 


—Fear that practically everybody 
might move out of town is causin 
the city of Mt. Carroll to appeal to 
the state Supreme court a County 
court decision which permitted 
four property owners to disconnect 
themselves from the city.

Four Die as Blaze 


Destroys Hostelry 


• Chicago. March 4—(AP)—Two 
men and a woman leaped to their 
deaths and one man was fatally 
burned .in a fire -which swept 
through a near west side rooming 
house early today. Six other per- 
sons suffered injuries as nearly 
100 tenants fled from the four- 
story- structure at 1422 Washing- 
ton boulevard. 


Panic gripped many of the ten- 


ants as they were aroused by heavy 
smoke. 
An unidentified woman, 


about 50. and Warren C. Crockett, 
about ~0. plunged from third floor 
windows and were dead upon ar- 
rival at county hospital. Another 
tenant, Jlichael Kritovisch. 47. al- 
so leaped from a third floor win- 
dow and died a f«rw ihowrs later, 


After firemen extinguished the 


blaze they found the charred body 
of a man on his bed In an attic lolt. 


John Haberkorn, second deputy 


marshal, said the fire apparently 
started on the first door and swept 
up stairways to the roof- He es- 
timated damage at $4.000. 


Blast Ruins 


Meanwhile, six separate investi- 


gations were being naade today in 
efforts lo determine the cause of 
the "explosion which destroyed a 
three-story building aund damaged 
several other structures in a four- 
block radius in the downtown dis- 
trict Sunday, causing at least four 
deaths.

the afternoon and an evening, re- 
ception-atHiie-Mexicaii foreign of- 
fice. 


Speaking in the National Palace 


last night, the president declared 
that to him non-intervention meant 
''that a strong nation does not have 
the right to impose its will, by 
reason of its strength, on a weak- 
er nation." 


"The whole-hearted acceptance 


of this doctrine by all of us is the 
keystone of the 
inter-American 


system," he continued, 
"Without 


it we could not exist as a com- 
munity of good neighbors. 
It is 


a binding commitment under the 
good neighbor policy. It is part 
of the basic ^international law rec- 
ognized by 'all the American re- 
publics. My own country will be 
faithful to the letter and to the 
spirit of that law."

Washington, March 4—(AP)— 


The first peace treaties of World 
War II came under a senate com- 
mittee's study today and Secretary 
of State Marshall and former 
Secretary James F. Byrnes urged 
speedy approval. 


Marshall, testifying before the 


foreign relations committee, limit- 
ed himself largely to asking quick 
action. 


He left the detailed explanation 


to Byrnes who stressed that the 
quicker the treaties are approved 
the quicker occupation armies can 
leave. • 


The treaties are those with Bul- 


garia, Hungary and Romania, oc- 
cupied by Russian forces, and with 
Italy, occupied by British and 
American troops. 
They provide 


lor occupation forces to leave with- 
in 90 days after the treaties be- 
come final. 


Under the Constitution, the state 


department can negotiate treaties 
with other nations but the senate 
must approve them by a two-thirds 
vote before they become binding 
on this country. 


Kew Items of Business

Capitol Hill.

weekend the situation was report- 
ed quiet.

for'1947 stand the hybrids, lining 
up,for their biggest year in his- 
toy in the nation's fields and gar- 
dens. 
-..From popcorn to petunias and 
from maize to marigolds reports 
are much the same: Seed com- 
p'aiea are offering- new high-yield- 
ing, disease-resistant hybrids and 
-ntw treatment of older hybrids for 
larger and better crops.. Hybrids 
are produced" by crossing differ-, 
ent strains or species- of plants. 
- The most important hybrid of 
all, field corn or maize, has some- 


" thing new this year, called a 


"film-coating" process. Its 
dis- 
. coverers claim a 93 per cent ger- 


mination in cold spring weather 
tests, compared with 64. per cent 
for seed treated by conventional 
dusting methods,-and six per .cent 
for untreated seed. 


New Popcorn Types 


. In.popcorn those with exotic in- 
clinations can have a variety with 
a bright ^mahogany color which 
looks about like a two-inch straw- 
berry, but for more practical pro- 
duction there is a new white hul- 
less hybrid which tested to 16 per 
cent greater yield and 29 per 
cent fuller popping volume than 
older types.

Small Loans—Farmers in Illi- 


nois annually use millions of dol- 
lars' worth of 'short-term credit. 
This is; particularly true in dairy 
sections, where such ' short-term 
credit is .frequently used to buy 
replacement stpck. 
Under provi- 


sions of the Small Loans Act pass- 
ed in 1935 and superseding an 
earlier law, small loan businesses 
are subject to certain. regulations. 


On all loans not in excess of 


$300, the law allows these com- 
panies to charge up to 3 per cent 
a month on the first 5150 of the 
unpaid principal balance and -}•: 
per .cent a. month, on any. excess. 
On an annual :=basis, this means 
that 33 per cent interest may be 
charged on $300—36 percent on 
$150 or less—and an amount vary- 
ing between 33 per cent and 36 
per cent on unpaid principal bal- 
ances between S150 and 5300. 
Monthly payments on the princi- 
'pal reduce the amount on which 
interest must be paid for any 
month; 


The law attempts to secure sub- 


stantial compliance by prohibiting 
the collection of service charges, 
advance payments and the com- 
pounding of interest. It also pro- 


vides that no company shall en- 
courage borrowers to split or di- 
vide loans, and that husbands and 
wives shall not be permitted to 
have separate contracts for loans 
at the same time, with the object, 
on the part of .the company, of 
securing a higher Yate of interest. 


The law. also sots up detailed 


provisions relative to the licensing 
and bonding of small loan com- 
panies and. requires that certain 
records be,kept by them. 


: Conceding that small loan com- 
panies do have a definite place in 
the credit field and that the legis- 
lation just referred to is an earnest 
and effective effort toward regu- 
lating such agencies, it is still not 
good business for farmers to use 
Credit that may cost'as much as 
36 per cent a year when it can be 
procured for less. 
Also, for a 


farm business with a steady turn- 
over, as is the case with dairy, 
poultry and mixed livestock farms, 
an effort should be made to pay 
cash for small items and to use 
ghort-term credit 
for procuring 


livestock, grain or equipment in 
substantial amounts,

Fertilize The -Crop or The 'Soil 


—Plant food elements which hav 
been;drained from the soil by croj 
growth and erosion must be re 
placed often by the direct applica 
tion of fertilizers. 
Mr. Leon A 


Garrison, chairman of the county 
AAA 'committee, states that farm 
erg, can get some help from, tin 
ACP program in applying ferti- 
lizers,-; on'.their* farms providing 
these fertilizers are used to in 
crease long-term soil fertility. Foi 
example,' most mixed fertilizers 
and superphosphates release mos 
of their elements over a compara- 
tively :, short period of time and 
therefore, to be effective in in- 
creasing the long-run .fertility of 
the land, must be applied to a gopc 
soil-building legume. Such ferti- 
lizers applied to a depleting crop 
like corn'might increase the yielc 
for .that'year but would build up 
little" fertility in the soil for suc- 
ceeding .crops. Onlthe other hand 
material such as rock phosphate, 
which; releases its elements slowly 
over a period of years, can be ap- 
plied to' any crop at almost any 
time of'the year and still produce 
a' good- effect "on over-all fertility. 
, This distinction in the use of 
fertilizers is generally recognized 
and followed in administering the 
ACP program. Fanners right now 
are making their requests to the 
county, committee for some help 
in getting and using fertilizers. If 
they are needed.on your farms, be 
sure and see one of the members 
of the .AAA organization.

Leon A. Garrison advises, though, 
that it takes "very careful planning 
to get the best results from ferti- 
lizers. . According to authorities, 
soil tests should always be made 
to determine exact deficiencies. 
Past 'production should also be 
carefully studied for hints of soil 
n ee d s—consideration should be 
given to the use of fertilizers along 
with a legume rotation so as to 
allow legume hays to do part of 
the the work of rebuilding the soil 
—and much care should be taken 
in. selecting and applying the exact 
fertilizers that, will set up a proper 
balance of elements in_the soil. 


It's pointed out that'of ten times 


tilth and organic matter are as 
important as soil element content 
—that sometimes the application 
of one deficient element accentu- 
ates the deficiency of another. If 
all precautions are observed, the 


use-of fertilizers 'will' pay g'ooc 
dividends. 


Decline in Livestock JV umbers— 


Livestock cm farms has declined 
for the third successive year. As 
of January 1, numbers on ham 
were -3.7 per cent below a year 
earlier and about 12 per cent be- 
low the record nigh of 1944; The 
decrease in horses and mules dur- 
ing the past year was the greatest 
of any year on record—a continu- 
ation of a. downward trend 'that 
began quite soine time ago. Cattle 
numbers declined to.around 81 mil- 
lion—2 per cent below a year ago 
and 5 per cent ;below the; January 
1, 1945 peak. A downward trend 
beginning in that year continued 
through 1946, as slaughter and 
deaths exceeded the number or 
calves bom. Sheep numbers as of 
the first of the year stood at: 32.5 
million—the lowest level since 
1925. 
The number of hogs 'on 


farms January 1. 1947, estimated 
about 57 million, head, was down 
7 per cent from a year earlier and 
32 per cent below the wartime 
peak of Jan/ 1, 1944. Chicken 
numbers dropped to loxvest point 
since 1941 and turkeys fell off 22 
per cent during- the past year.

Too Much History? 


Every few months, it seems, 


somebody -discovers the answer to 
"Whafs wrong with America?" 
Not long ago Philip Wylie diag- 


t nosed "momism" as the single 


cause of most of our individual 
and national ills. Now Prof. Gar- 
rett Mattingly of Cooper Union in 
New York City has a new one. 


The trouble he says, is that we 


over-emphasize the 
teaching of 


American history in our schools. 
•He perceives a distorted national- 
" ism and cultural isolation as a 


result. 


Professor Mattingly told this 


to a group of leading educators 
at Princeton University's interna- 


•• tional conference on educational 


problems^ Nobody 
contradicted 


him, 
so maybe he's right. But we 


can't help recalling the question- 
naire on American history which 
the New York Times submitted to 
a nationwide selection 
of high 


school graduates three or four 
years ago. 


Though xve don't remember any 


specific instances, the results were 
appalling. Some of- the" answers 
were howhngly funny-until one, 
stopped to realize the pathetic ig- 
norance that had produced them 
As a result of this poll, several 


*Ute« 
made 
the 
teaching of 


•American history compulsory. 


Perhaps tho emphasis has now 


swung the other way. But even 
so It seems unlikely that it could 
have produced these diro results 
We doubt that American minds 
are growing more distortedly na- 
tionalistic. Nor is there any dead 
level of thinking among our youth 
on the subject- of, which Professor 
Mattingly speaks. 


Furthermore, isolationism anc 


twisted nationalism are not chiefly 
products of the history classroom. 
They are affirmed or denied by 
home teaching and environment. 
These in turn are shaped by many 
influences—the neighborhood, the 
section of the country, the par- 
ents' occupation,.'economic posi- 
tion, racial origin,vand so on. These 
are surely as important 'as the 
sketchy instruction which grade 
and high school pupils necessar- 
ily get in so vast and complex a 
subject as world history. 


Professor Mattingly . seems to 


feel that this major emphasis on 
American history is bad in itself. 
But does it always produce the 
bad results he describes, no mat- 
ter how excellent the textbook or 
teacher may be? 


It seems quite possible that an 


intelligent presentation of Ameri- 
can history could combat distorted 
nationalism and cultural isolation. 
It seems equally possible that 
world history could be presented 
n such a way as to encourage, 
those' misconceptions. 


Professor JVIattingly must agree 


that the evils of which he com- 
plains have been prevalent in past 
,'ears than they aie no\\ 
The\ 


are still strong, of course. 
But 


hey seem even stronger as the 
vorld draws more closely togeth- 
:r, and the United States assumes 
a more important role IP world 
affairs. 


World histoiy must be taught 


;o the youngsters who will help 
ihape future history. It scarcely 
seems dangerous if they devote 
even more time to learning of 
their mvn country and its people.

Herbert Hoover's return from 


hisf second dangerous and weary- 
ing mission to other continents 
since Mr. Truman became presi- 
dent, is the-occasion for a dis- 
cussion of an act of political nasti- 
ness now in process of redress. 
Senator Albert W. Hawkes, of 
New Jersey, has introduced a bill 
to restore Mr. Hoover's name to 
the dam on the Colorado river, 
originally known as . the Hoover 
dam but designated Boulder dam 
by Harold Ickes. 


The contrast between the char- 


acter of Mr. Hoover and those who 
attempted to degrade him has 
been plain in all incidents, reflect- 
ing his morality and theirs, which 
provide a basis for comparison. 
His worst fault during his. presi- 
dency was his obduracy on the 
subject of prohibition and -popular 
anger.was directed at him, individ- 
ually. 


He was the target of a -great 


popular "uprising of -indignation, 
He had been booed by the crowd 
who-shouted-"we want beer" at a 
World Series" game' in' Philadel- 
phia, .a more ominous note than 
we who heard it realized at the 
time. 


From election day on to March 


•i, 1933, when Roosevelt was first 
inaugurated, Roosevelt and 
his 


"brain trust" flippantly refused to 
cooperate with Hoover. 
During 


that interim. Hoover being now a 
lame duck and a man without a 
mandate, decay and decline were 
rapid both at home and abroad. 
The problems of the presidency 
were his "baby," in the language 
of the ribald adventurers, and the 
calculated purpose was to set him 
up in the public imagination as A 
monster who would be finally re- 
sponsible for any calamities that 
might befall by inauguration day.

Hoover certainly was. hated 


when he left office and his wise 
and conscientious counsel went 
unheard, 
and 
his 
occasional 


preaching of fundamental morality 
in public life was sneered away 
by a people whose heirs may blame

Throughout his term he 
had 


scrupulously refrained from ex- 
ploiting the presidency for his per- 
sonal enrichment or the profit of 
members of his family- He had 
served without pay. but hadn't 
said so and the secret was kept 
until a long time after' he was 
vanished. 


Although Mr. Hoover was re- 


nowned as a man of great ability 
in many fields, particularly in 
problems of the distribution of 
food, he was ignored throughout 
the war. Mountebanks, drawn to 
Washington to advertise them- 
selves as "administrators." have

attempted feloniously to take from 
it, for which praiseworthy and 
meritorious act I have been round- 
ly condemned by reactionary Re- 
publican papers."

Cummings replied that Hoover 


dam was the title used by congress 
and in a contract of the govern- 
ment for its construction, and said, 
"when I see you I shall extend my 
commiseration in person." 


As to the propriety of naming a 


public work in honor of .a living- 
person, there are other precedents. 
In New York, Fiorello LaGuardia, 
who has so much in common with 
Ickes. rejected the name of Gen- 
eral MacArthur for the East river 
drive on the ground that history 
might give a new judgment on 
MacArthur. MacArthur then was 
regarded as a political personality 
by some of the Roosevelt follow- 
ing. It was promptly noted that 
LaGuardia Field had been named 
for 'the mayor. 
This name has 


been accepted as peculiarly fitting 
inasmuch as the field was built on 
a city dump, the flashy buildings 
have cracked and crumbled and 
the runways have sagged into the 
water. 


Moroi'er. LaGuardia selected the 


name of Sara D. Roosevelt, while 
she was alive, for a series of play- 
grounds on the east side of New 
York on land acquired by Jimmy 
Walker 
for low cost housing.

actually built by Robert Moses,

He is a substitute member ot 
the Politburo, most important of 
the Communist party's executive 
sub-committee, and a member of 
the presidium.

Fires cannot be put out without 
water. 
Fire stations cannot be 
erected and equipped unless the 
citizens who will be served bv 
them participate 
in procuring 


them. If the home that was cle- 
ti oyed the other night had nad the 
advantage of city fire protection 
the damage could have been limit- 
ed to a few hundred dollars instead 
of a total loss. 


This loss would have paid any 
additional taxes for at least fifty 
years. The loss to the Borden 
Company in last year's fire would 
have more than paid the difference 
between city taxes and township 
taxes since the factory was built.
